The Attention of the lloartl of Henlth 
having been railed to the very (Unagree¬ 
able and doubtless unhealthy odor* aris¬ 
ing from the town brook in the vicinity 
of the railroad station, an informal in- 
vest iga lion of the trouble has been made, 
though no definite action, no far an we 
have heard, baa been taken iu the mat¬ 
ter. One menilier of the hoard had 
thought of the same plan that wan sug¬ 
gested by us two weeks ago—to make 
the brook, since it is actually used as 
such, a sewer along the length of its 
course. Hut he informed us that the 
.Slate Hoard of Health ill a similar case, 
published a statement that the endeavor 
to thus utilize a stream had been math 
and had not proved successful. One 
thing is very certain, the brook must be 
used wholly for drainage or drainage in¬ 
to it must he entirely forbidden, for our 
people are becoming seriously alarmed 
in regard to the danger with which they 
are threatened. We know of nothing 
which at the present time more impera¬ 
tively demands the attention of our 
town authorities tlmn lids nuisance of 
the brook. 

Beautiful nrouada. 

Since Hiiighum lias become a fashion- 
aide summer resort much more atten¬ 
tion is given to the appearance, of gar¬ 
dens and lawns. Ouc of the most at¬ 
tractive places in our town is that of 
Mr. Joseph II. Tliaxter, a short distance 
south of the old church, ou Main street 
From the middle of June to the pres¬ 
ent time his garden has presented a 
beautiful display, which has been great¬ 
ly admired and enjoyed by all who have 
rode or walked by his house. Gov. Long 
has we think, the finest location in King- 
ham, overlooking the entile harbor. 
Downer Landing and Melville Garden. 
The governor is constantly making im¬ 
provements on Ids place, and it has 
never ap|>cnred so well before as it does 
this summer. Another garden which 
shows great care,and which it is a pleas¬ 
ure to look at, is that of Mr. John S. 
Hooper on Ship street. Since Otis St., 
to Downer Lauding, was opened for 
travel, the riding through Ship street 
has increased fivefold, and the improve¬ 
ments on Mr. Hooper's grouuds have 
made tile entire street more attractive. 

Floral Display. 

Mr. George Lincoln, at Ids store in 
Lincoln building. South street, makes 
daily a florid display which it is worth 
one's while to walk a goodly distance to 
see. lie makes a specialty of roses, of 
which he lias maiiyof the most rare and 
exquisite varieties, and he posseses the 
faculty of keeping them iu hloom from 
the very opening of the season until 
frost comes. Mr. Lincoln, as is well 
known, is such an antiquarian that 
lie is looked upon as a living history of 
our town, but in keeping records of the 
past, he has not been led to overlook 
the beauties of nature which make a 
joy of the present. Mr. Henry W. 
Cushing, secretary of the Hiuglium Mu¬ 
tual Ins. Co., and Mr. K. .1. I’icnuco, 
the popular hairdresser, are also very 
much interested in rose culture, imt we 
believe Mr. Liucoln rather excels them.

We copy the frdlowing from the South 
Ahington Times, which was taken from 
a recent Sunday Globe: “Talk again 
has been resumed by. some of the ava¬ 
ricious Ahington people who are deter¬ 
mined to have milload communication 
via Brockton and Mansfield. Tlie plan 
originated among influential parties in¬ 
terested in and around Nantasket beach, 
to extend the Nantasket Beach Rail¬ 
road from the Old Colony House Station, 
through South Hingliam,WestScituate. 
Rockland, the Ahingtons, Hrocktpn,and 
the Eastons to Mansfield, anil connect 
there with the Huston A Providence 
Railroad, opening up access to the 
latter place, and the cities in that local¬ 
ity, which under the present railroad 
arrangement it is so difficult to reach. 
The Nantasket Reach Railroad cannot 
possibly be made to pay if run in the 
winter,but by extending it through these 
towns which have long wanted railroad 
connection, tlie interest, capital, and 
labor of the individuals would at once 
be enlisted. Tlie means furnished by 
the Reach Railroad which would be read¬ 
ily contributed by the business men 
of the towns through which the railroad 
would pass would give capital to push 
the scheme along. That the road could 
lie made a paying one there seems not 
the least doubt, and when the right par¬ 
ties take hold of it, stock will be sub¬ 
scribed for in a way to demonstrate its 
probable success.

I should be glad, of course, to have 
you go into particulars aa fully as you 
are disposed to do; but I do not wish to 
tax yonr patience, and I shonld be 
greatly obliged for a simple answer to 
these two questions: 

Eighty-eight replied. Of these 
eighty-eight men twelve spent the first 
fifteen years of their life in the oity 
twelve in villages and siity-fonr were 
farmore’ boys. Bnt of the twenty-fonr 
who lived in villages and citiea one- 
fourth were practically farmers' boys, 
for they lived in the Ticinity and did 
the work of farmers' boys.

8TRAH0E WOUND. 

B. Corey, of Dos Ct.bozos, Col., lias 
sent to Ban Francisco a knife taken 
from an antelope killed near that place 
recently by u Mexican, together with a 
letter explaining that the woapon hod 
evidently been plunged into tbe animal 
long ago, and that it had recovered 
from tho wound and carried the instru¬ 
ment fora long timo. Ho say#: "The 
knife extended on tho left side of the 
neck, just before the shoulder, passing 
about half on inch from tho heart, the 
point sticking into a rib, holding it in 
place. It woh entirelv covered by the 
ikin. Tho wood part of the lrnudle fell 
in pieces as tho knife was being token 
out, showing that it had been confined 
for some time. Tho antdopo wus very 
fat, as I hud some for breakfast this 
morniug." Tho knife, including the 
blade proper, and tbo handle to which 
tho wooden covering is fastened, is nino 
and a half inches long, and weighs aboil 
pouud. Evidently the knife must have 
been in tbe flesh for years, os the wood 
had decayed, and tho skin of the animal 
had entirely covered the butt of the 
weupou. It is conjectured that tbe knife 
was thrown at the antelope, and the ani¬ 
mal in brushing it against tho ground or 
timber pushed it further iu the body. 
Tho Academy of Sciences will bo asked 
to gi’ e a theory of tho wound.

All this 
knowledge waa hronght to bear, and 
both men and material wero shipped tc 
England by various steamers, ao that 
suspicion should not ho excited. Then 
necessary space on a fast return ateamei 
waa engaged without explanation aa to 
the nao it sbnnld be pnt to, and the 
typoa were nhipped aa ordinary passen¬ 
ger*.

Hailstones vary greatly ia rito. In 
ordinary storms they weigh from forty- 
six to one hundred aud twenty grain*. 

It may bo interesting to notice soma of 
the largest on record. Holimhed (who 
is, however, a persistent wonder-mon- 
gar) says that hailstones aa large aa eggs 
fall in-England in the year 1202, during 
tha reign of John; and that in tha 
twentieth year of that of good King 
Alexander HI., of Scotland (1269), there 
arose "great wind*, with storms of inch 
immeasurable hailstones that many 
town* were thrown down " by tbair vio- 
lenoa, and Area spread throughout tha 
kingdom "burning npatee plea with inch 
force of Are that the bells ware in 
iliveis places melted." Those of tha 
Abbey of Aberbrothook (Arbroath) were 
thus destroyed. In 1389, while Edward 
HI. waa marching near Chart re* in 
France, hie army waa so much injured 
by e storm of immense keilatonee that 
he concluded peace. Count de Mexeray 
relates that when Louis XII., of France, 
made war against the pope and carried 
hia army into Italy (1510) bluish hail¬ 
stones descended during a thunder¬ 
storm which weighed abont one hun¬ 
dred pounds I On Juno 21, 1545, there 
fell in Lancashire "hailstone* aa big aa 
men’s flats, which had diverse printa in 
them, some like gunholes." On the 
7th of June, 1573, in Northamptonshire, 
come wero found which measured six 
inches in circumference; and on tho 
29th of April, 1097, a storm passed 
over Cfaoslilie and Lancashire, during 
which bailstoma weighing eight ounce* 
end measuring nine inches in cir¬ 
cumference full. Hertfordshire, on tho 
fourth of May In tho outuo year, waa 
visited by a shower of hall which killed 
several persons. Tlio slums were four* 
teen incline in ciroutnferenoo. M. 
Parent relates that hailstones as big aa 
a man's flat, and weighing from nine 
and a half to twelve snd three quarter 
ounces, fell in Lo Tercko on May 15, 
1703. Passing over many rccordod aud 
perhaps doubtful instances such as tho 
above, wo learn that during a hailstorm 
at Constantinople on October 5, 1831, 
there foil stones weighing moro than 
ono pound. Similar atones are eaid to 
have been picked up in May, 1821, at 
Palestrina, Italy. Blooka of ice fell at 
Oazarta, in Spain, on June 6, 1829, 
which weighed four ami a half pounds; 
and in the south of Franoo, during the 
latter part of Ootober, 1844, some fell 
which weighed eleven pounds. After 
a hailstorm on May 8, 1802, in Hun¬ 
gary, a piece of ice was found which 
measured oiore than three feet both in 
length aud in width, with a thickness 
of two and a quarter feet. To conclude 
this list, a hailstone is said to have 
fallen in the reign of T'ippoo Ssib 
which wse the size of an elephant I It 
is possible ttiat uisny of thoso so-called 
gigantic hailstones were simply masses 
of ice composed of a collection of liail- 
stoncB agglcmerated together in some 
hollow space into which they hsd fallen,

CHINESE MU8IC. 

Music in China is for the most part u 
solemn affair, anti the legend of its in¬ 
vention is rather amusing. Fo Hi, whom 
some experts consider to have been none 
other than Noah, of watery memory, 
was emperor of the Celestials some 295 ) 
years before Christ, anil enjoys the repu¬ 
tation of having discovered harmony ol 
sound; and the Chinese bulieve that a 
bird which they call Foang lloung intro¬ 
duced him to this knowledge. When 
the emperor was in the first throes of in¬ 
spiration, so runs the legend, the bird 
appeared with its mate, and sang to him 
in six different tones, m.-tklng a scale 
containing twelve notes like our modern 
chromatic. The Chinese ielected five 
out of the twelve which they still re¬ 
tain, discardiugthe remainder as useler* 
and (tailing them, with their usual de¬ 
preciation of woman-kind, "female 
notes.*' Such was the beauty of the find 
harmonies thus revealed to mortal China¬ 
men by the heavenly bird that everyone 
who listened to the melodious notes be¬ 
came absolutely good on the spot, which 
makes it seem a pity that it was not pro¬ 
longed through the ages, although the 
effect might have worn off.

Monday opened gloomily at Elberon. 
The night had been one of eomparatlvf 
•omfort, and, at daybreak, the pliyni- 
•Inna thought the President was n little 
netter. He seemed to have some appe¬ 
tite, and no indication* of an approach¬ 
ing chill were noticed. The irnddiom 
nature of these attacks was again made 
manifest soon alter 8 o’clock. The Presl- 
lent Imd been very quiet and seemingly 
ethn fort able. Suddenly he complained 
>' chilliness. Ilia body was wmpDPcJ in 
warm flannels and lie was sponged with 
tibi alcohol, but the rigor could not be 
averted. He shivered, and every muscle 
in Ids body was rigid. The pulse went 
to 140 ntxl even higher, but it was so 
thready and feeble that it was impossible 
to count tho heats after they bad passed 
that figure. There was great danger 
that he would sink info a comatose state. 
Tho rigor had passed, and every exer¬ 
tion was made to induce reaction. Hot 
flannels were applied to tho feet, and a 
poultice of raw onions cut lloo and 
steeped in alcohol was placed upon his 
stomach. In addition, cooling lotions 
were applied to the head, ami tho arms 
»nd lintlie,were rubbed vigorously. The 
result was that a reaction was establish¬ 
ed much sooner than the physicians ex- 
peced. After 15 minutes Imd elapsed, 
Hr. Bliss noticed increasing warmth in 
'lio feet, and, at the same tune, the rig¬ 
idity of tho muscles was observed to be 
relaxing. It was evident that the rigor 
was passing away in about half the time 
the first one bail lasted. That one, in 
spite of the most vigorous treatment, 
had only yielded after half an hour. Tin 
vitality of the President once more as¬ 
tonished the physicians. I)r. Agnew 
mid, when became from the siek cham¬ 
ber: “The vitality of tho President is 
mmething more remarkable than I have 
ever met witli in all my practice.” This 
was raid to Mrs. Garfield and Private 
Secretary Brown. Tho doctor added 
rliat, if it wits not fur this wonderful evi¬ 
dence of constitutional strength lit 
should feel as though it were folly to 
cherish any hone. After the rigor had 
passed the President fell nslrep, and. ul- 
'hough his pulse was t-tlll heating about 
120, yet his temperature Imd not decreas¬ 
ed more than a tenth of a degreo below 
the normal point, lie awoke in about 
20 minutes and said to Ilr. Bliss: "Doc¬ 
tor. I feel very comfortable, but I also 
feel dreadfully weak. I wish you would 
give me the hand glass and let mu look 
at myself.’* Gen. Swaim said: “Oil, no, 
don’t do that, general. See if you can¬ 
not get fome sleep.” "I want to see my- 
■elf,” tho President replied. Mrs. Gar¬ 
field then gave him the hand glass. He 
held it in a position which enabled him 
o see Ids lace. Mrs. Garfield, Dr. Bilss, 
Dr. Agnew, Gen Swuiui and Dr. Boyn¬ 
ton stood around the bed. saying not a 
word, but looking at the President. He 
«tudied the reflection of Ids own feature*. 
At length lie wearily let the gins* fall 
upon the counterpane, and, with a sigh, 
aid to Airs. Garfield: "Crete, I do not 
•eo how it is that a man win* looks as 
well a* I do should be so dreadfully 
weak.” 

In a moment or two lie asked for his 
laughter Mollie. They told him that 
die would see him later in the day. lie 
mid, however, that he wanted to *ee her 
atom e. Thereupon Don Hook well went 
to the beach, where Miss Mollie was sit- 
ing with Mis* Rockwell, and told her 
that her father wanted to see her. When 
the child went into the room she kis.fi d 
herfathei and told him that she wan glad 
to see that he was looking so much bet¬ 
ter. He said, "You think I do look bet¬ 
ter. Mollier* She said, "I do, papa." 
and then sho took a elmir and sat near 
the foot of the bed. A moment or two 
after Dr Boynton noticed that she w:u 
swaying in the chair. He stepped up to 
her. hut before he could reach her she 
had fallen over in a dead faint. In fall¬ 
ing. her face struck against the bedptw, 
and, when they raised her from the floor, 
she was not only unconscious hut n>*o 
bleeding from thf contusion sho bad re¬ 
ceived. They carried her out where she 
•ould get the fresh breeze from the ocean, 
and, niter restorative* were applied, she 
speedily recovered. The room was close, 
the windows were closed, and, ns Miss 
Mollie had not been very well, all these 
■ aiises. combined with anxiety, induced 
tho fainting fit. The President, they 
thought, had not noticed wlmt had hap¬ 
pened to tho petted child, for lie seemed 
to have sunk into the stupor which lots 
characterized hi* condition much of ttie 
time. But, when Dr. Boynton came 
back into the room, he was astonished 
to hoar the President say: "Poor little 
Mollie. Sho fell over like a log. What 
was tho matter?” They assured the 
President that the fainting lit w:w caused 
lay the closeness of the room, and that 
she was quite restored. He again sank 
into a stU|H»r or sleep, which lasted until 
the noon examination. The stupor was 
not healthy sleep. Tho President fre¬ 
quently muttered, and rolled and tos>«sl 
his head upon tho pillow* Dr. Agnew 
came from the cottage at about 11 o’clock, 
and when lu) readied the veranda of the 
Flheron he f und a gentleman with a 
personal note from Gen. Grant. The ex- 
President had been to Hi lac run earlier in 
the morning, at the lime of the rigor, 
and had been unable to see any of the 
physicians. As he came I Kick across the 
lawn a correspondent met him and 
asked him if be had beard any news. He 
said that he had just seen Mrs. Garfield 
lor a moment, she having come down 
from the ifirk chamber to speak to hiui. 
and that she had said that Gen. Garfield 
had been seized with another rigor, and 
that she was very much afraid that the 
hem lit which they had observed for the 
first two or three dajs.tftor Ids arrival 
was not periuano t. Gen Grant added 
that the indications at the cottage wer* 
Mich as to give very slight hope, and 
that he should not go away, even to 
New York, until he had heard more 
favorable news. After thenoonexnuriu- 
at ion, there was very littlechange in the 
Preside nt’s condition except that It was 
noticed that tlieru was considerable men¬ 
tal confusion. At tho same time the 
Prtttidcnt was doing so well, compara¬ 
tively, that the physicians eutertaineil a 
slight hope that the evening, and {ios*i-

Dr. Bliss, immediately after the even¬ 
ing bulletin (6 p.m.). came from the 
Picsident a cottage with a brighter face 
thin he had for day*, lie said: “The 
bulletin gives the worst side of it. There 
are no more had i«ytiipton)s to mention. 
W e think the lung trouble is a little 
better. The area of dullness has narrow¬ 
ed a little. We can now hear the iexpi¬ 
ration murmur. Ho lias coughed more 
easily; his food i« continued by '.lie 
upmth and by enemata; his mind is 
clear, and be h i* by no mean* 
made up hisuiind that ho is going to die 
Tile time for the chili has passed, :uid it 
ha* not appeared. On the contrary, hi* 
temperatu e is normal and bis pulse 
greatly reduced, while hi* re?pirn’ion is 
it 18.” The tone of Dr. Bliss* voice was 
highly eniouiaging, hut it was soon 
learned that he iuul n^ great hope. The 
attorney-general went to the dectors* 
pottage, when he talked with Dra Hi-*. 
Agnew mid Humt!t«>n. Upon leaving 
the cottage after their conterence, the 
attorney-general said : "There is im tie w 
hope. It would he wrong to create the 
impression Ihat there is. li i.* true that 
I here has been but one chill to-day. but 
tlo're is nothing in Ids condition to indi¬ 
cate any Improvement. There cannot 
be new hope until there is new strength, 
jand he certainly tuts not gained. I had 
not expo ‘ted that he would have another 
‘hill to-day. The doctors now think he 
will escape it. The hour lor it has pass* 
1. but the fact that he has uot had two 
hills to-day is certainly not ground for 
hope. He has hail one. aim he never 
»atl more than one a day. What a won- 
lerlul case this is. Tula morning there 
would have been a good bulletiu it the 


itomach ia right; lie drank a glassful of 
koamiMn while Rgn and enjoyed it. It 
taa mild etimnlating qualities, some- 
hing like malt liquors. The President 
ia cheerful.” "Does lie appreciate Id* 
condition?" ”He knowa Ida rase very 
well, and baa. from the first. Ilia pluck 
ind courage are amazing. Ho will come 
out of a chill aa cheetful aaiftm wn* 
leaving an evening party. He makes tin 
[vmtplainte. There have been no Indira- 
Ions of another chill this evening, and 
here ia now no probability that there 
will be one.” Gen. Swaim bad not lost 
da courage, and evidently never would 
intil the breath left the body. Dr. 
Hamilton, too, was Inclined to take r a 
cheerful view, and said: "Tho evening 
mlletln certainly givesu» a little more 
mcouragement. It is almost impossible 
to look on that rheerful, smiling face 
ind not feel that lie is going to live.” 

At 10 In the evening everything seem¬ 
'd to be indicative of a quiet night. At 
10.90 o’clock, while Dr. Boynton was 
•onversing at the Elberon Hotel, a mes¬ 
senger suddenly appeared and spoke to 
Lite doctor in a monotone, nnd he (tin 
doctor) immediately left the table nt 
which lie was sitting, and started on n 
run for the Francklyn cottage. Tld- 
wnsa signal for the representatives of 
the press congregated nt the hotel that 
•omething unusual had occurred. But s 
few momenta elapsed when Warren 
Young, one of the executive clerks, 
came to the Elberon Hotel and announc¬ 
ed thnt the President was dead. 

The cabinet arrived shortly after, nnd 
went In a body to Francklyn cottage. 
Great excitement prevailed. Tim gunrd 
around the cottago was doubled, nnd no 
one allowed to approach it. The govern¬ 
ment took possession of the only tele¬ 
graph wiro wbicli is connected at 
Elberon. 

The New York Telegram gives the fol¬ 
lowing details of the President's death: 
"At Ills liedahle, holding Ilia poor ema¬ 
ciated hand in her own, nnd wntching 
witli an anguish unutterable the fast 
vanishing sands of life, sat the faithful, 
devoted wife during the closing hours of 
tho President's career. Around him 
were other weeping friends nnd ph)si< 
nians, lamenting their powerlessnrss in 
the presence of the dark Angel of Death 
Toward tho lost the mind of the sufferer 
wandered. He was once more back in 
Mentor, amid those scenes where tin* 
happiest hours of his life were spent. If c 
lat in the dear old homestead again with 
the loved oues around him, the aped 
mother, so proud of her big loy, the faitn- 
lul wife, the beloved children. It was a 
blissful dream that robbed death of it* 
terrors, nnd rendered the dying man foi 
the moment unconscious of the cruel 
rending of his once vigorous frame that 
was constantly going on. Tho moan of 
the restless ocean mingled with the sob* 
of the loved ones as the lamp of life went 
out forever. Every one seemed stunned 
The blow was particularly cruel eo soon 
after the journey, which was thought to 
t>e the only chance for life, nnd from 
which such good results were expected. 
Nearly every one around tho President 
clung to hope to the last, nnd refused to 
credit the approach of Death, until tin 
shadow deepened and the DestroyerV 
'presence could be no ionger unfelt. The 
flag* hang at half-mast from every house 
on Ocean avenue, and the gayety of this 
lavorite watering place is followed by the 
deepest g'ootn. The struggle ia over, 
and Deatli is victor.” 

It ia supposed by surgeons that death 
was occasioned by a clot of blood form¬ 
ing on the heart. Dr. Bliss was the fii>t 
one notified of tho President's expression 
of pain. and. upon entering the room, lie 
at cnee saw thnt the end was near. Tin 
members of the family were immediate!) 
summoned to ttie bedside. All arrived, 
and perfect quiet prevailed. Mr*. Gar¬ 
field bore the trying ordeal with great 
fortitude, and ixhibited unprecedented 
courage. She gave way to no paroxysms 
of grief, nnd, nt.er dentil Iwonrne evident 
she quietly withdrew to her own room. 
There sho sat, n hoartstrirken widow 
full of grief, hut with too much Christian 
courage to exhibit it to those about her 
She, of course, wo* laboring under a 
terrible strain, and despite her efforts, 
tears flowed from her eves and her lips 
became* drawn by lier noble at¬ 
tempt to bear the burden with which 
ills nnd been afflicted. Misa Mollie was 
naturally greatly affected, and burets of 
tear* flowed fiom the child’s eyes, not¬ 
withstanding her noble effort to follow 
the example of her mother. The death 
scene was one never to he forgotten. 
After death had been pronounced, the 
.body was properly arranged by I)r. S. V. 
Boynton. Telegrams were immediately 
sent to the president’s mother in Ohio, 
nnd to the cons Harry and James, nt 
Williams college, ns also to Vice-Presi¬ 
dent Arthur and other prominent puhiic 
men.

Domestic and Foreign. 

Forty arum! and disguined men broke 
into A liotMG belonging to three brothers 
named Mahoriy near Knocknngro, Ire¬ 
land, recently.

Since then it hru spread far and wide 
over the south of tho empire, whence it 
lately l>cgan to make rapid progress to¬ 
ward the east nml the northwest. In 
1'ultnwn. a province of considerable less 
than 2.000.000 inhabitants, there have 
been 45,543 case*, of which 18,765 were 
fatal.

Alternate lay 
tomatoes, onions and spices; cove: 
Uh vinegar. Wet the mustard befo 
utting it in. Boil the whole twent 
inutes. 

piccalilli: One peck ol green toma- 
; If the flavor of onions is desired 
ke eight, but It is very well withou 
iy; four green peppers; slice nil an 
ptr. in layers; sprinkle on one cup o 
Bait, and let them remain overnight; in 
the morning, press dry through a sieve 
put in a porcelain kettle and cover witl 
vinegar; add one cup of sugar, a tabl 
•poonful of each kind of spice; put in 
i muslin bag; stew slowly about an 
hour, or until the tomatoes arc os soft 
desired. 

Tomato ketchup: Scald and skin tli 
tomatoes; boil them thoroughly nnd add 

[ the following ingredients to every gal 
ion of the pulp; four table-spoonfuls o 
alt,three table-spoonfuls each of pep 
nd mustard, half a table-spoonful each 
of allspice and ground cloves, ono table 
poonful of cayenne pepper, and ono pin 
lof vinegar. Simmer for an hour, and 
Iwhen cold bottle, taking care to seal th 
(corks. 

Cherry jam: Tako picked and care- 
fully assorted cherries, and to every 
pound allow from half a pound to thre 
quarters of a pound of sugar, accordin 
o taste and tlie dampness of tho season 
tone the fruit and boil, carefully stir¬ 
ring, with a little water or red-curran 
juice, for half nn hour, then add the sug 
r, boil and skim for another half-hour, 
tnd just before it is done add sonic of the 
blanched and split kernels, or a few 
Irops of ratafia. 

Green peas: To bottle green peas, 
proceed as follows—Shell the peas and 
ive them a slight boil in spring-water, 
hen lay them on a sieve to drain; pound 
he pods with a little of tlie water in 
which tho peas were boiled, and strain 
he juice which comes from them. Boi 
lrisjuit-A for about ten minutes witli 
little salt and as much water as will 
iOTer the peas. Put the peas into bottles, 
nd pour this green water over them. 
When cold, tie down tightly with n 
bladder or leather over; keep in a dry 
place. 

Loin of mutton with spinach: Cut 
the bone eliort, put your mutton into a 
lewpan with some broth, parsley, and 
cal lions, a little basil, nnd salt; when 
it is done skim the liquor, let it remain 
ver the lire till it is about the consist 
nee of thick cream, and pour it over th 
eat. Boil some spinach in water, 
queeze it well, cut it tine, and turn it 
ew times over tlie fire with butter and 
Hour ; moisten it with n gravy seasoned 
with salt, let it stew till tlie sauce is' 
learly consumed, when the gravy is put 
>vor the mutton, put the spinach inti 
the stewpnn, toss it up ntul serve it with 
the nieut. 

Calf's liver larded: Carefully lard th 
liver hy passing strip* of larding pork 
along the surface ot tho liver—the rows 
must he inserted regularly until thesur 
face is covered. Lay the liver in a pan 
with some chopped onions, carrots, som 
alt pork sliced, salt and pepper, a fag-! 
got ol sweet herbs, and two or three 
loves. Some gravy or good stock should; 
he poured over it, nnd the whole cooked 
in a moderate oven for atiout nn hour, 
until thoroughly done. Then take out 
the liver, and put it upon a dish. Have 
ready some good gravy, and stir it 
imong the vegetables, dredging in a 
little flour, and bent over the fire; then 
pour the whole over the liver.

Some months ago Mary Foster, a llttlr 
irl of 10 years, had the misfortune to 
lunge into and overturn on herself a 
Her of very hot water. Tho uppei 
part of her person was badly scalded. 

rticularly tho right arm, which wn- 
wholly divested of skin from the shoulder 
to tho tips of the fingers. The other 
burns got along well, but this arm caused 
the child untold pain, whllo the great 
discharge from it was necessarily very 
weakening. It was at tills stage of the 
that a physician resorted to the skin- 
grafting operation, which he performed 
3n Sunday morning. May 1, calling into 
rvice four or five young men, who vol¬ 
unteered to take part in the interesting 
case of surgery. These young men bared 
heir arms, and ono nt a time sat close to 
he bedside ot tlie suffering child, while 
he doctor carefully cut from one arm of 
ch man the grafts of skin and quickl} 
placed them, while yet full of vitality, on 
the exposed, quivering flesh on the scald¬ 
ed arm of tlie little sufferer. 

Some of "the boys” had sore arms fora 
few day*, hut Lhi* wa* little thought of 
nd they now have tho satisfaction of 
knowing that their eclf-deninl viu notin 
vain. Tlie second day after the opera 
ion was performed it was found thnt 
bout three-fourths of transplanted graft# 
>f skin imd adhered and taken root, and 
the little white specks slowly grew in 
ircuuiferencc till they covered the inter¬ 
vening space, and joining together, grad¬ 
ually began to afford that protection from 
lirof which tho injured arm was in need. 

The arm was pretty well healed in six 
weeks, and the child was able to la* 
bout, but since then sho had, in piny, 
twice hurt the still tender limb—once in 
the latter part of June and one© in July, 
the latter time being struck with a piect 
>f sod, which raised a very largo blood 
blister. Tho set-baek* have been over¬ 
come, however, and the arm may now 
ho said to have got completely well—just 
is good as ever. There is not a cicatrix 
in its whole length—not so much ns there 
is on the arms of some of the hoys who 
upplied grafts—and tlie skin is as soft 
»n:i smooth as any of tho rest on the girl’# 
laxly. It only differs from the rest in be¬ 
ing somewhat red in color, hut lhi* red¬ 
ess is gradually passing away, while 
the girl uses the arm with perfect free¬ 
dom nnd seems to have in it the normal 
quantity of strength.— Newburg, X. Y., 
Journal. ^_
